Secretary Lamont has instructed the,.Army 
officer at the Berlin Legation to proeure speci- 
mens of the “bullet-proof” cloth, for trial in this 
country. The United States military attache at 
Berlin, in a report to the Department, states that 
it is the intention of the German Emperor to 
have the cloth introduced into the German army 
for experimental purposes. 














The Ordnance Department of the Army is still 
engaged in experimenting with alumnium for 
the purpose of utilizing it for the hafts of the 
new bayonets, which the Department has adopt- 
ed for the Krag-Jorgensen rifle. No issuance 
of the new rifles will take place until this mat- 
ter is settled. 








The Naval cadets will have two practice ships 
this summer for the first time since the days 
when the Constellation and Dale made trips up 
the Atlantic coast with the first three classes. 
The Monongahela was placed in commission on 
Wednesday last and the Bancroft will fly her 
pennant to the breeze within a very few days. 
Admiral Ramsay is now engaged in preparing 
the itinerary of the cadets summer cruise. It 
is expected that it will be confined wholly to 
home waters. 


Casualties have produced eleven vacancies in 
the limited retired list of the Army, and the Sec- 
retary of War has before him the applications 
of a number of officers who are anxious to re- 
tire under the thirty years’ service act. The 
findings of several retiring boards are also un- 
der consideration by the Secretary, and it is ex- 
pected taat he will announce in a few days the 
names of the officers to be retired. He is under- 
stood to be in favor of placing field officers only 
in this list, and it is believed that the claims of 
officers below their rank will receive secant con- 
sideration. Capt. William Conway, who was ex- 
amined for retirement recently, may, however, 
4dr) YA seyjez0) ‘oq pur ‘uoydeoxe uv oq 
William Hoffman and several officers of like 
rank, may be selected for retirement. The ap- 
plication of Capt. Stephen Baker, 6th Inf., for 
retirement on account of thirty years’ service, 
was rejected by the Secretary, he being found 
physically competent by the board which ex- 
sunined him. 








The Bering Sea fleet, ater many delays, has 
at last left Port Townsend and commenced its 
patrol work in the Pacific. The vessels left Port 
Townsend at daybreak last Thursday morning. 
They had been ready to sail for several days but 
were delayed in order to receive final instructions 
from the Navy Department, together with copies 
of the British act for distribution among the 
sealing vessels. The fleet as it sailed out of 
Puget Sound was composed of the Mohican, 
Yorktown, Adams, Alert, and the revenue cut- 
ter Rush and the fish commission steamer Alba- 
tross. As soon as the court martial of Lieuten- 
ant Bostick is concluded, the Ranger, now at 
Mare Island, will sail north to join the fleet. 
If the Marion returns home in time and no ex- 
tensive repairs are needed, she also will be sent 
to do patrol duty. Otherwise, she will be placed 
out of commission and undergo a thorough over- 
hauling. The Bennington, of course, will not 
now engage in patrol duty, the troubles in Sal- 
vador requiring her presence there, and it is not 
probable that she will return north in time to be 
of any service in this direction. She is not 
needed, however, now, as the co-operation of the 
British vessels will, it is expected, aid materially 
in preventing sealing. The fleet will sail north 
in the direction the seal herds take. 


A report was received at the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Navy last Monday, which is highly 
ercditable to the Carnegie Company, and which 
shows that if there is any truth at all in the 
charges of fraud made against this tirm, they 
are grossly exaggerated. The report is made 
by Lieutenant Mason, in charge of the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds, and gives the results of 
the recent test of a Carnegie plate which had 
been rejected by the Government inspector on 
account of surface cracks and other defects. 
The plate tested was manufactured for the bar- 
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bettes of the battleship Massachusetts. It is a 
G-inch Harveyized curve plate, 21 feet 8 inches 
long by 5 feet 3% inches wide. It is officially 
known as plate No, A-883, and is one of those 
which some of the informers alleged to be de- 
fective. It had five vertical cracks on the sur- 
face from eighteen to twenty-four inches long. 
The plate was erected, being supported at each 
end by heavy timbers and -bolts. Three shots 
were fired from a 40 caliber 6-inch gun with the 
following results, according to Lieutenant Ma- 
son’s Official report: 

Shot No. 1, fired with a velocity of 1,800 feet, 
and striking energy of 2,248 ft.-tons, line of 
fire being normal at impact, striking about fif- 
teen inches from the most serious crack, pene- 
trated about three and one-half inches. The 
shell broke, the ogive welding into the plate, 
the remainder of the shell scattering into frag- 
ments. The effect on the cracks was to open 
them out a little and deepen them a very little to 
the softer metal of the plate, but did not 
lengthen any of them. No new cracks were- 
developed. On being struck, the plate sprung 
like a bow, but came back in place again. The 
second shot struck twenty-six inches to the 
right of impact No. 1, and six inches from the 
end of cracks and midway between them. The 
result was about the same as from the first shot. 
The third shot was fired with a velocity of 2,000 
feet, with a striking energy of 2,700 ft.-tons. 
It struck the plate at an angle of 12 degrees 
with normal, and about twenty-two inches from 
second impact. The penetration was about four 
inches. The shell: smashed on the plate in the 
same manner as the two previous shots. It 
caused no change in the cracks. 

The report concludes as follows: “The hard 
metal of the surface of plate showed a very 
fine grain, having a clear ring when struck, re- 
sembling very much tool steel, and also that of 
some of the points of the armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles. The original cracks were not appre- 
ciably lengthened by any of the impacts, but 
seemed to open out a little bit and deepen some- 
what. The opening out and deepening of these 
original cracks were very slight indeed, hardly 
appreciable and the opening out may have been 
simply that the scale jarred away from the 
edges of the cracks.” P 





A member of one of our Army bands, discussing 
the question of rifle practice and the inducements 
offered to become expert marksmen, incidentally 
suggests that it would be a good idea to allow 
Army musicians to compete for prizes in there spe- 
cial line under like conditions. He recommends that 
the bands in each Military Department meet at 
some central point therein “and after individual 
prizes have been distributed let each band compete 
in a designated class, all play ensemble, ete.” 








“Broad Arrow” for April 7 notices Captain 
Sharpe’s “Art of Subsisting Armies in the Field,” 
published by John Wiley’s Sons. It says: “Although 
the methods which obtain in the American service 
may not in all cases be quite suitable to our 
military organization, yet Captain Sharpe’s book 
gives much practical counsel likely to be beneficial. 

The book is practical and interesting, and 
we recommend it to the notice of all officers en- 
gaged in the duties of supply and transport for our 
Army.” 








In a lecture before the Royal United Service In- 
stitution, Lieut.-Col. J. L. B. Templer recom- 
mended the use for Army purposes of a read en- 
gine which could take in cavalry pressed forage. 
20 tons of forage 40 miles a day. This means it 
can supply 2,500 horses per day with 20 pounds 
each. The locomotive is not only useful for haul- 
ing, but for many other purposes. By using in- 
terchangeable wheels of greater width the road 
locomotive can be used for improving the roads 
over which troops may have to pass. It is esti- 
mated that there are 22,000 miles of turnpike road 
in England, and nearly 8,000 road engines upon it. 








In his biography of Marlborough, just published, 
General Lord Wolseley says: “It is not to censure 
his amours, to despise him for his niggardliness, or 
to hate him for his double-dealing, that we wish to 
study Marlborough’s character and to follow his 
career, We do so because we desire to learn the 
secret of his success, and to discover the motives 
of his actions. His faults no doubt were many, 
but the reader who studies his character will freely 
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acknowledge them to have been the faults of the 
age he lived in—whilst his sturdy Protestantism, 
the honesty which caused him to refuse great bribes 
with which he was more than once tempted, and 
his many other good qualities were all his own.” 





The London correspondent of the New York 
“ Times” says: ‘The projected dinner to Rear-Ad. 
miral Erben and his officers, which the British 


naval people are taking up with such enthusiasm, is 
almost too frankly based on the fact that one of 
those officers is Captain Mahan. The “Times’ gives 
him a leader such as was certainly never evoked by 
any other American living or dead, speaking of the 
publication of his two books as among the really 
crucial and moving events of our time, and lavish- 
ing upon him words of praise which Caesar, Nelson 
and Napoleon rolled in one might have blushed 
under. This recognition of Mahan’s undoubted 
merit is gratifying; but one feels that perhaps 
Erben may hear too much of it during the Chicago's 
stay in Thames waters.” 








The question as to how France and Russia would 
communicate in the event of a war in which they 
would be allies is being discussed abroad. An article 
on this subject appears in the March number of the 
“Neue Militaerische Blaetter,” “Das Nachrichten- 
wesen zwischen Frankreich und Russland im Falle 
eines grosser Europaeischen Krieges”; and another 
in the “Revue du Genie Militaire,” in which 
Capt. E. Deburaux contends that the question is 
one of novel supremacy, and at the same time sug- 
gests the use of balloons. From past experience 
he reasons that out of every ten ascents made dur. 
ing war time by French and Russian aeronauts 
eight balloons would probably reach their destina- 
tion, whilst only one would be lost at sea and a 
second captured by the enemy. 








Capt. Arthur L. Wagner, Sixth U. S. Inf., in 
the Journal of the Military Service Institution for 
May, discusses the question, “Is the three battalion 
organization the best one for us?’ and incidentally 
says: “If we cannot have an efficient organization 
without being limited to a smaller number of regi- 
ments, then let us cheerfully accept the reduction, 
no matter who is hurt by it. If selfish aims are 
to regulate everything, if efficiency is to be sacri- 
ficed to the sole object of individual advancement, 
if an organization essential to military proficiency 
is to be rejected because its adoption will defer 
somebody’s promotion, or because the drill suited 
to it requires industrious effort, how long will our 
Army be worth maintaining? Far better be a lieu- 
tenant in a truly efficient force than a general in 
the Army of the Grand Duchess of Gerolstein.”

The following comparison is given in a foreign 
paper between the suicides in various countries of 
all classes and those in the Army: Germany, all 
classes, 2.71 per 10,000; Army, 6.33 per 10,000; 
France, all classes, 1.87 per 10,000; Army, 3.33 per 
10,000; England, all classes, 0.76 per 10,000; Army, 
2.07 per 10,000. Concerning the alleged abuse of 
soldiers in the Austrian Army, Count Welser 
heimb, Minister of National Defence, said in the 
Reichsrath that in the past year he had inquired 
into 278 cases of abuse of power by officers. This 
figure, when compared with the size of the Army, 
which permanently numbered 300,000 men, and 
was increased to 400,000 during the manoeuvres, 
certainly did not show that ill-treatment of soliders 
was at all prevalent in the Army. 








The Louisville “‘ Evening Post,” referring to the 
recent transfer from that city to St. Augustine of 
Maj. Thos. H. Handbury, Corps of Engineers, U. 8. 
A., says: “ The Government sends an Army officer 
to Louisville and -places him in charge of the work 
on the canal, but the politicians will not permit 
this officer to select his own subordinates or make 
appointments solely for professional reasons. Al- 
ready this struggle between politics and business 
has resulted in the removal of one Army officer to 
another post, and now Major Handbury is to re- 
peat the experience of his predecessor. The inter 
est of commerce requires that this great public 
work be placed in the hands of men professionally 
fitted to construct and to conduct it properly and 
economically. The interest of hard-pressed politi- 
cians requires that they be given full permission as 
they please to remove and appoint men t® positions 
on the canal, regardless of anything except their 
power of serving these same politicians.” 








One of the general service clerks sends us a com- 
munication in which he argues that the repeal of 
the law authorizing the retirement of this class of 
public servants is equivalent to the repudiation by 
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an insurance company of a policy upon which they 
have for years been collecting a premium, He says: 
“Mr. Baker, in the discussion before the House, 
has shown that on an average the general service 
clerks and messengers were receiving from the 
Government, compared with department clerks, 
about $250 per year less. Let Congress, in addition 
tu the repeal of the law for retirement, pass a law 
restoring this (supposed) withheld amount, or muster 
out all men of the general service on July 1 prox- 
imo, and give those who want to leave one year’s 
pay of the grade held by them on that date. How 
many will re-enter service under proposed condi- 
tions? At the headquarters, where I am serving, 
two-thirds would be very glad to embrace such an 
opportunity, although three-quarters of these have 
about 20 years’ service each. A similar law was 
passed in 1869 giving officers mustered out one 
year’s pay. 





Mr. Walter Camp is the chairman of a com- 
mittee which has been investigating the subject of 
football, with results similar to those obtained in 
response to the inquiries sent out by the Editor of 
the Army and Navy Journal, and reported here, 
and in the “Century Magazine.” Mr. Camp has 
received about 1,100 answers to his letters. The 
players are unanimous in favor of the game as it is 
played. The replies from the faculties of the uni- 
versities and preparatory schools were much more 
favorable than was expected, and upheld the bene- 
ficial results of the game, physically and mentally. 
The answers show conclusively that the proportion 
of permanent injuries is exceedingly small, that in- 
juries are for the most part of the nature of bruises 
or sprains, One point is very prominent in the 
answers. It is, that sprained ankles are more often 
acquired from the condition of the ground than 
from the contact of players in a game. The com- 
mittee will, therefore, recommend that in future no 
game be played until the ground is put in proper 
In his report, which is lengthy and dis- 
cusses the peculiar conditions at West Point, 
Colonel Ernst states that football is not detrimental 
io scholarship, but is beneficial. The game has also 
proved a stimulant to discipline by bringing about 
a kindlier feeling between the officers and cadets, 
hence it is considered an aid to discipline. As to 
its dangers and jeopardy to life and limb, Colonel 
Ernst says the game is rough, not brutal, as played 
at West Point, and not more dangerous than is 
horseback riding or coasting. Figures are given 
showing that during the football season more cadets 
were injured while riding horseback than in play- 
ing football.

The German authorities hope to reduce the nuw- 
ber of cartridges carried into battle from 150, as 
now, to 120 for each man, relying upon the im- 
provement in the transportation for fresh sdpplies. 
The French army carry 120, the Austrians 100, the 
Italians 96 and the Russians 84. It is also pro- 
posed to carry the day’s ration of tinned vegetables 
in the provision column. It is hoped to lighten the 
metal portion of the uniform with aluminum and 
the stiff collar of the tunic will be converted into a 
collar which can be folded open in hot weather or 
on the march, while it can be buttoned up as a 
protection from cold. A pack of some sort will 
probably be substituted for the knapsack. It is 
hoped to bring the total weight of the clothing and 
equipment of the Germany infantry-man down from 
72.8 Ibs. to 571% Ibs.; further, the present bayonet will 
be superseded by a new model weighing between 
100 and 500 grammes less the belts, ete., will be 
made of narrower leather, the number of the in- 
trenching tools will be reduced to fifty spades, ten 
pickaxes, and five hatchets per company, which will 
be carried by the strongest men, and the overcoats 
will not be so thickly padded as heretofore. Some 
German officers contend that the spade is cal- 
culated to dig the graves of the elan of the. Ger- 
man Army. Extensive trials of the new equipment 
will be made by ten army corps, including that of 
the Guard, extending from May 1 up to the time 
of the autumn manoeuvres. The Emperor recently 
took two Grenadiers of the Czar Alexander's 
Giuards Regiment with him to Friedrichsruh in 
order to show Prince Bismarck the new equipment 
in contrast with the old. Major Scheibert, who 
served during the Rebellion with the Confederates, 
points out in the “Kreuz Zeitung” that no modern 
campaign has been so rich in practical lessons in 
this sphere as the American Civil War. 


The London “Army and Navy Gazette” devotes 
a column to a review of the new edition of Capt. 
John Bigelow’s “Principles of Strategy.” The fact 
that our own wars furnished the subjects for illus- 
trations should, the “Gazette” thinks, itself com- 
mend the work to British readers—civilian as well 
as military; civilian, because the book is written 
purposely to be understood by civilians, on a clear 
method, all technicalities being avoided as far as 


possible, and being thoroughly explained where 


necessary; and military, because, by dealing with 
wars to which we have been prone to accord little 
attention, it throws a light on strategical prop- 
ositions and theories which had become to the 
European student somewhat tedious and uncon- 
vincing. Captain Bigelow’s style is described as 
“comprehensive and lucid. The “Gazette” .further 
suys: 


Cavalry officers will find much to interest them in 
the accounts of the various cavalry raids that distin- 
guished the American Civil War, especially those of 
Stuart, Sherman, Grierson, and others. The conduct, 
the objects, and the results of some of these raids 
point to an increased value of cavalry in future wars 
where railway and telegraph systems come into play, 
and may therefore be studied with advantage. The 
author’s remarks on that most delicate question of 
tactical strategy, viz., interposing a force between two 
forces of the enemy, are particularly happy, and tend 
to reconcile and give point to those of Hamiey and 
Von der Goltz on the same subject. His description 
of the American methods employed in campaigning 
against the Indians are interesting and instructive. 
The chief feature of the new edition, and indeed of 
the book itself, is the author’s concise yet compre- 
hensive description of the campaigns of Chancellors- 
ville, of Vicksburg, of Shiloh, and that of Grant over- 
land, and of Jackson in the Shenandoah. It has gen- 
erally been a matter of complaint among military stu- 
dents that it was difficult to find a good brief summary 
of the American Civil War. In this book they will 
find exactly the summary they desire of the cam- 
paigns above mentioned. They are treated in a clear 
and impartial manner, illustrated by maps, and sum- 
med up in a few sentences to show the points of false 
or good strategy or tactics exhibited in their con- 
duct. Thus, in summing up the campaign of Chan- 
cellorsville, under Hooker, the author emphasizes the 
fallacy of consummating offensive strategy with de- 
fensive tactics. Grant's overland campaign shows, in 
succession of actions may be fought unsuccessfully, 
the general may yet be gaining his strategical points 
all the same. The campaigns of Shiloh, and especially 
Vicksburg, are selected as illustrative of “ War and 
Strategy in General "'; but, although most interesting 
reading, they would scarcely seem to be the best ex- 
amples offered by the war for the author's purpose, 
except in a negative way, since they afford a great 
show of amateur generalship, and consequent muddle 
and blunder on both sides. The same points are, how- 
ever, shown up in his oe of the War of Inde- 
pendence—on the part of the British generals. And 
this description, though slightly * tinged," is instruc- 
tive reading for the greater reason that it is apt to 
be conveniently ignored in English works on strategy. 
Altogether we can thoroughly commend to our readers 
Captain Bigelow’s * Principles of Strategy "' as a most 
interesting work, dispassionately written in clever and 
concise style. We would hope that in his third edi- 
tion the author may see his way to giving a skeleton 
resume of the whole American Civil War, and also one 
general map of the theatre of that war. It would be 
of assistance to the student—for whom, by the way, 
a most complete index is supplied—were the maps at 
the end of the book numbered or titled on the outside; 
and also if, in the description of the disposition or 
moves of forces, the leader's names had (F) or («) 
attached in brackets to signify whether Federals o- 
Confederates. 








Lieut.-Col. W. H. Forwood, Deputy Surgeon- 
General, U. 8S. A., discusses in the “ Journal of the 
Military Service Institution ” for May Major Hoff's 
recent article on “The Management of a Vost 
Hospital,” to which we have heretofore alluded. 
Colonel Forwood is unmistakably candid in his criti- 
cisms and emphasizes iy no uncertain words his 
objection to the extremely military point of view 
from which the article is written. He says: “ The 
tremendous stress that is laid by our author upon 
the awful importance of rank and command, the 
excessive exactitude in matters of mere form, the 
apparently needless restrictions of personal freedom 
among the patients, are painful even in the reading 
and they give to the administration of the hospital 
an air of melancholic military severity not in har- 
mony with the purposes for which it is provided, 
and out of keeping with the scenes and incidents 
that are daily witnessed in the wards. In such an 
atmosphere as that, the impulses of sympathy, the 
words of cheerfulness and the smiles of encourage- 
ment which are naturally prompted in the presence 
of sickness and suffering, could only be regarded as 
undignified and forbidden levity inimical to dis- 
cipline. In the picture as thus presented there are 
no bright sunshine, no flowers on the bed-side table 
of the fever-stricken patient, no feeling of social and 
congenial warmth, no touch of human soul; we be- 
hold everywhere only the gloomy and threatening 
clouds of stern authority and command. Every 
patient must be in his place and at a signal from 
the senior high private all that are able spring to 
their feet, salute and stand to attention with the 
little finger on the seam of the trousers-leg while 
the medical officer commanding enters accompanied 
by his suite and passes down the ward on his 
official rounds, There is too much military 
formality and too little real industry and useful 
medical and surgical work in this sort of hospital 
management.” On methods of hospital administra- 
tion, Colonel Forwood says: “ We see nothing of 
the medical officer except in a military aspect and 
under belt and marches to the drill 
ground, a major or lieutenant-colonel perhaps, and 
exercises a squad of hospital corps men in draw- 
ing and returning bread knives and slinging and 
unslinging blanket bags; he rushes over the parade 
with his litter bearers commanding * fours right,” 
and ‘fours left;’ he plunges through the barracks 
and grounds on his frequent tours of inspection, 
but we never find him in his laboratory in the 
peaceful pursuit of his studies. It would be a great 
relief to know that a post surgeon sometimes found 
opportunity and inclination to lay ‘aside the irk- 


spurs. He 





some sword and devote a few spare moments to 
his medical duties. -It would not compromise his 
dignity as senior medical officer commanding to 
put on his working clothes occasionally and let 
his eagle eye fall below an angle of 45 degrees to 
look with gentle and kindly expression upon. his 
subordinates’ and assistants. It might bring. the 
warm blush of life and liberty back to faces 
blanched with fear and dejection, perhaps, but 
there would be no sudden flood of mutiny on that 
account.” In conclusion, this candid critic says: “A 
deplorable weakness has made its appearance lately 
among a few otherwise most estimable members of 
our corps, taking the form of a sort of medico-mili- 
tary mania, but I trust the impression has not gone 
abroad that these sporadic cases are at all serious 
or likely to spread. The vast majority of the medi- 
cal corps of the Army are bent upon maintaining 
and strengthening their old-time reputation for zeal 
and devotion to their own legitimate profession.” 








FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The Walthall bill to repeal the ten years’ enlist- 
ment clause passed the Senate on Monday, May 14. 
Besides repealing this unwise restriction upon en- 
listments the bill provides as follows: 


Hereafter all enlistments in the Army shall be for 
the term of three years, and no soldier shall be again 
enlisted in the Army whose service during his last 
preceding term of enlistment has not been honest and 
faithful; and in time of peace no person who is not a 
citizen of the United States, or who cannot speak, 
read and write the English language, shall be enlisted 
in the Army for the first time: Provided, that the 
foregoing requirements as to enlistments in time of 
peace shall not apply to the enlistment of Indians. 

Sec. 8. That the period within which soldiers may 
re-enlist with the benefits conferred by Sections 
1,282 and 1,284 of the Revised Statutes, be, and the 
sume is hereby, extended to three months; and here- 
after every enlisted man in the Army, excepting gen- 
eral service clerks and general service messengers, 
shall be entitled to all the benefits conferred by Sec- 
tions, 1,281 and 1,282 of the Revised Statutes; Provided, 
that to entitle to the additional pay authorized by 
Section 1,281, for men serving in the third, fourth, 
and fifth years, the service must have been continu- 
ous within the meaning of this section, 


The House Committee on Military Affairs on 
Friday ordered a favorable report on the Senate 
bill to repeal the restrictions on enlistments, with 
un amendment extending the privilege of enlistment 
to persons declaring their intention to become citi 
zens, and providing that any soldier discharged 
since Feb, 27, 1893, who has been prevented from 
re-enlisting by the operations of the act of Con- 
xress approved Feb, 27, 1893, and who may here- 
after enlist within three months from the date of 
the approval of this act, shall be considered to 
have re-enlisted, and shall be entitled to receive 
while serving subsequent to such enlistment the 
same pay, service and allowances as if he had 
re-enlisted within 30 days from his latest discharge. 


The Senate Committee on Appropriations has 
made a favorable report on the Military Academy 
bill. As reported the measure increases the amount 
appropriated by the House $8,920, distributed as 
follows: For extra pay of enlisted men of the cay- 
alry detachment, $560;  water-pipe, plumbing and 
repairs, $1,000; contingencies for Superintendent 
of the Academy, $500; new mangers and general 
repairs to cavalry stables, $1,460; breast-high mas- 
onry wall on east side of road from north gate 
to entrance of post cemetery, $800; placing gas 
pipes and fixtures in barracks, $100; one steam 
road roller, $4,500. 


Another step in the direction of a Congressione! 
investigation into the Carnegie armor plate frauds 
was taken on Tuesday, by the introduction in the 
House by Representative Dunphy, of New York, of 
« resolution providing for the appointment of a 
joint committee of Senators and Representatives 
to conduct the investigation.

The following decision has been made, and is pnb- 
lished to the Army for the information of all con- 
cerned: 

Transportation; Unassigned Recruits of the General 
Service.—In view of the absence from existing regula- 
tious and laws of any specific provision for the 
transportation of unassigned recruits of the gen- 
eral recruiting service who may desert or may 
be found improperly absent from the general re- 
cruiting depots to which they belong, the Secretary of 
War is of opinion that the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment can properly provide transportation in such 
cases, subject to refundment by cnarge against the 
pay of the recruit, as in case of deserters and indigent 
soldiers returning from furlough, as now provided for 
in regulations.—(Decision Secretary War—6,701 A. G.

Such officers have something legitimate to do in 
this busy world, something to do for the benetit of 
mankind, something for which they will be hereafter 
known and remembered. If they lead the german, 
chase the paper fox, or umpire polo games, they do 
it as a legitimate recreation from real effort, not 
merely as companions to idlers to fill up the blank in 
an objectless existence. For regular business they 
have something better to do than to wearily con the 
pages of an Army Register and calculate how the re- 
tirement of this officer or the death of that one will 
affect their own rank and bring them nearer to promo- 
tion and increased pay. Their daily work is real, not 
mere routine acceptance of incense offered to their 
individual vanity. 

Youths who graduate from a free academy into the 
Army are not responsible for our extraordinary mili- 
tary system. They only accept what the Government 
provides and requires. If they are decked in gold lace 
and feathers, and set apart as a peculiar race to 
minister to the god of war, and theoretically in due 
time to be sacrificed on his altar, they but obey like 
men of honor. Why should they refuse to be sup- 
ported and petted through life? Good pay rewards 
their light and pleasant duty, and after forty years’ 
service duty ceases and pay continues. Is it not better 
to be a lieutenant in the Army of the United States 
than to be a general in the army of the unemployed? 

In ancient times armies were officered without our 
excellent system of selection. Hannibal, Caesar, and 
Napoleon were not created by West Point. West 
Point was not established in time to prevent Wash- 
ington and Scott from commanding the armies of the 
United States. Washington, with small resources, in 
4“ seven years’ struggle, defeated Great Britain with 
all her wealth and power. Scott penetrated the heart 
of a populous country and dictated peace. 

The great armies of Europe are officered without a 
passport from any Buropean West Point. An oppor- 
tunity to become an officer in the German army is 
practically open to any youth gho has a genius for 
the military service. 

Can the United States afford to confine military in- 
struction to a select few? Why should not the youth 
of America have reasonable opportunity to acquire the 
rudimentary principles of this science? Even the 
graduates of West Point do not learn war in time of 
pnee. They must learn war in time of war, and there 
Ss no royal road through the schools, 
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NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

In the debate in the House on the Navy Ap- 
propriation bill, Mr. Meikeljohn, of Nebraska. 
endeavored to fasten upon President Cleveland 
the odium of a bargain with Mr. Carnegie to se- 
cure the latter’s adhesion to a free trade policy 
by dealing leniently with him in the matter of 
deduction for imperfect armor plates. 

Representative Pendleton vigorously repelled 
this imputation and also defended the Demo- 
cratic party againsi the charge that it was un 
friendly to the Navy. He pointed to the record 
during. Mr. Whitney’s administration of the 
Department as illustrating the true attitude of 
the party on the subject, and declared that as 
soon as the tariff had been revised so as to af- 
ford revenue the Democratic party would be 
found voting for appropriations to make the 
Navy of the United States the equal of that of 
any other nation on earth. 

Representative Boutelle, of Maine, 
the naval policy of the Democratic party, and 
especially Mr. Whitney’s' purchase ,of plans 
abroad and his adoption of English types of ves- 
sels. He declared that the Democratic party 
stood before the country absolutely without ex- 
cuse for not providing for continuing the in- 
crease of the Navy. 

Representative Meyer, of Louisiana, expressed 
regret that the state of the public revenues 
would not admit of the authorization of another 
battleship, but he believed that if the new tariff 
bill should go into effect this summer there 
would be money enough in the Treasury to

warrant Congress during the next session in 
authorizing one, or possibly two, battleships. 


Mr. Meyer spoke in the highest terms of the 
action of the United States fleet in Rio Harbor; 
he said it furnished a practical illustration of 
the power of the Navy and the spirit of the 
officers. Mr. Geissenhainer, of New Jersey, 
followed in the same line of argument, and Mr. 
Talbott, of Maryland, devoted himself to a re- 
ply to the speech of Mr. Boutelle criticising the 
Democratic policy in regard to the Navy. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, in his speech, 
closing the general debate for his side, criti- 
cised the Republican administration of the Navy 
Department under Secretary Robeson, and re- 
peated the old charge about the use of the Navy 
Yards for political purposes. His speech drew 
out replies from Mr. Boutelle and Mr. Reed, and 
a running political debate was kept up until the 
end of the day’s session. 

On Saturday, the bill was taken up for amend- 
ment. An amendment, providing that officers 
retired for disability shall be entitled to half- 
yearly examinations until they reach the re- 
tiring age, and that if they again become able to 
perform duty they shall be ordered back to aec- 
tive duty on the occurrence of the next vacancy 
in their grade, was ruled out after some dis- 
cission, on a point of order. Also an amend- 
ment providing that officers of each of the three 
higher grades of relative rank in the staff corps 
shall be given commissions containing the corps 
title and grade by relative rank. Mr. Black, of 
Georgia, raised the point of order against the 
provision for building a torpedo boat with the 
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money previously appropriated for the subma- 
rine boat, and the point was sustained. 

Au amendment, appropriating $3,150 for re- 
constructing a bulkhead on the wharf at the 
Naval Home, Philadelphia, was agreed to. An 
amendment to increase the appropriation for 
the sea-wall at the Mare Island Navy Yard from 
$20,000 to $30,000 was rejected and one appro- 
priating $50,000 for the construction of a steam 
tug at the Mare Island Navy Yard was adopt- 
ed. 

An amendment, offered by Mr. 
construing the law governing the appointment 
of cadets so as to require the Secretary to make 
his appointments from the district to be repre- 
sented was adopted, together with a proviso 
authorizing the appointment of cadets from such 
districts as are not now represented in the 
Academy There are eleven of these and the 
effect is to make a temporary increase of eleven 
in the number of cadets. Later on the appropri- 
ation for the Naval Academy was increased 
$5,500 to pay the expenses of these additional 
cadets. The amendment offered by Represen- 
tative Meikeljohm, providing for an investiga 
tion into the Carnegie armor plate matter was 
ruled out on a point of order, raised by Mr. 
Cummings. Mr. Black, of Georgia, made a 
point of order against the provision for three 
new torpedo boats, but the point was overruled, 
and an amendment offered by Mr. Boutelle to 
make a new appropriation for these boats was 
rejected, so that the provision stands as origin 
ally reported, The bill was then passed, carry 
ing a total appropriation as amended of $25,-

There continues to be much criticism directed 
against that feature of the Outhwaite bill re- 
ducing the number of assistant surgeons to 90. 
Friends of the medical corps are beginning to 
believe that the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, when it reports the appropriation Dill 
to the House, will strike out this obnoxious 
provision and make an appropriation sufficient 
for the corps as it stands at present. The bill is 
now in the hands of a sub-committee, and it is 
the belief of medical officers that the sub-com- 
mittee will favor them in the measure it pre- 
sents to the full committee. Surgeon-General 
Sternberg has forwarded a number of documents 
to the Senate, including extracts from reports 
of inspectors and from the commanding officers 
of all the departments, showing that no medical 
officers can be spared without prejudice to the 
interests of the public service. The introduc- 
tion of private practitioners into army posts is 
regarded as impracticable. Gen. Wheaton, in 
commenting upon this feature of the bill, states 
that in all other departments of Army adminis- 
tration,substitutes for the regular officers therein 
may be found by drawing on the line of the 
irmy, the officers of which are qualified to some 
extent to perform any duty to which they are 
issigned. In the medical department, however, 
«a variety of duties aside from attendance on 
the sick devolve upon u surgeon that cam only 
he performed by a commissicned officer. Maj.- 
‘yen. Howard, Maj.-Gen. Miles, and in fact all 
of the department commanders are equally 
certain that a, reduction in the medical corps 
would be an injury to the service, and the em- 
ployment of private doctors instead of being a 
henefit would be in no way satisfactory. 








Our correspondent, “Native American,” who 
called our attention last week to some aston- 
ishing figures upon the subject of desertions 
during our civil war, omitted to take note of 
the fact that the New York “Sun,” to which he 
credited his figures, declines to be held respon- 
sible for them. In answer to a correspondent, 
April 22, the “Sun” says concerning the charge 
that it said what our correspondent, “Native 
American,” credited it with: ‘The ‘Sun’ didn’t 
say so. The ‘Sun’ printed a table sent by a cor- 
respondent which said that seventy-two per 
cent. of the desertions were of Irishmen. But 
the figures are wholly false. The enlistments 


of Irish are placed unofficially at 144,200, The 
official number of desertions is 199,105. Sev 
enty-two per cent. of this is 143,355. If the 


tigures are true then only 845 Irishmen did not 
desert! But the five regiments of the Irish Brig- 
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ade alone lost 4,000 men, of whom 961 were 


killed and died of wounds! The 69th New York 
lost 998 men during the war; and at Antietam, 
of 18 officers and 210 men engaged, it lost in 
killed and wounded 16 officers and 112 men. 
Only malice can demand a repetition of the 
false figures for which a correspondent and not 
the ‘Sun’ was responsible.” The figures quoted 
by “Native American” are false upon their face, 
for, as we stated some time ago, there are no 
such exact statistics concerning enlistments and 
desertions in existence. 


Events are justifying the statement we made 
at the opening of the present Congress that it 
was not likely to give us any general legislation 
for the Army, beyond the repeal of the ten 
years’ restriction upon enlistment. The peti- 
tions forwarded to Washington through the 
office of the Army and Navy Journal have made 
it clear that the Army was practically united 
in opposition to this restriction, and the result 
promises to show what the Army can do when 
it is united. The Senate has passed a bill repeal- 
ing the senseless ten years’ limit upon length of 
enlistments, and it is expected that the House 
will speedily do so. We have warned the Army 
all along that this was not a Congress toward 
which it could afford to present a divided front; 
if, indeed, that attitude toward Congress is ever 
wise. It is a Congress in which individuality 
counts for more than usual; hence the difficulty 
of calewating in advance upon its action. The 
whole country is in a process of political fer 
ment and change, and it is hard to predict what 
influences will be controlling in the immediate 
future. The influences most hostile to military 
ideas seem to have more control than at any 
time since 1860, but without knowing it or in 
tending it they are educating the country to a 
reliance upon only safeguard 
ugainst something very nearly approaching to 
anarchy. The mild remedy of an injunction at 
law seems to be the only one our civil courts 
are able to apply to disorders which call for 
prompt suppression. The man who refuses to 
cut a finger because it hurts may soon be com- 
pelled to lose his whole arm, and perhaps his 
life, which truism has an obvious application to 
the present political situation.

Among the questions which the War Depart- 
ment will have to consider at a very early date 
is how to provide commissions for the enlisted 
men who pass the fall examinations next Sep- 
tember.

But 
very few passed the recent preliminary exam- 
ination out of the large class which went be- 
fore the board. The successful candidates will 
have a final examination to undergo on Septem- 
ber 1 next, and then the question of whether 
they are sufficiently advanced to have a commis- 
sion will be definitely settled. It is understood 
that if there are no vacancies for these men tbe 
Department will follow its practice of last year 
and assign the graduated cadets to regiments as 
additionals, thus leaving vacancies for the en- 
listed men.

Another instance of the advantage of the 
premium system has been shown by the per- 
formance of the Marblehead. All the trial trips 
of this vessel, particularly the final trial trip 
which has just occurred, have been of the most 
satisfactory character. Her behavior during 
those trials proved conclusively that the 
United States is a gainer, not a loser, by the sys- 
tem. The sister ships of the Marblehead, the 
Detroit and the Montgomery may also be taken 
as examples of the system of offering premi- 
ums. All three vessels exceeded their contract 
requirements in the matter of speed, and 
their builders received a bonus for the surplus. 
The Montgomery made the best record—19.05 
knots; the Detroit, 18.72 knots; and the Marble- 
head 18,44 knots. Had not the pitch of the

Marblehead’s screw been rather fine it is be- 
lieved that she could easily have made as good 
a record as the Montgomery. The performance 
of these three vesels shows conclusively the ad- 
vantage of the premium system. Not only did 
the United States get better ships by it, but the 
increased cost in any of them due to -the pay- 
ment of the bonus is apparent rather than real, 
for even if there is an increase it represents 
actual money expended by the builders in im- 
proving the vessels, 








The U. 8. S. Charleston was stationed at Rio 
for six months (Sept. 26 to March 26) during 
the late unsuccessful attempt to overthrow the 
Government, and accomplished an wnusual feat 
in escaping yellow fever. The mortality in the 
city from the disease, as published in the official 
gazette, ranged from 25 to 100 daily from Dec. 
4 on, and reached the climax about March 1, 
when 130 deaths were reported. Every for 
eign vessel of war in the harbor was stricken 
und merchantmen were abandoned, their crews 
either dead or in hospital. The fortunate escape 
of the Charleston is no doubt largely due to 
her superior ventilation and lighting, but this 
should not deprive her executive head, Comdr. 
W. H. Reeder, U. S. N., of the credit which 
is due to him. He has learned by experience in 
the West Indies the importance of having a clean 
amd dry ship and of protecting the men at night 
und of the avoidance of unnecessary labor and 
exposure to heat; above all, of as complete sep- 
aration from shore as practicable. The Charles- 
tun was the first American war vessel to reach 
Rio and the last to leave.

LAUNCH OF THE ERICSSON. 


The torpedo boat Ericsson was launched at Dubuque, 
of several thousand 


lowa, May 12, in the presence 
persons. Among the guests were Miss Helen Gould, 
of New York, and Lieutenant Usher, of the Navy De- 


partment. The principal dimensions of the Ericsson 
are: Length on normal load water line, 150 feet; 
breadth, 1544 feet; normal draft amidships, 4% feet; 
normal displacement, 120 tons. The indicated horse 
power will be 1,800, which is expected to give her a 
minimum speed of 24 sustained Knots. The boat will 
have an unusually large coal capacity for her size. She is 
expected to make fully 25 knots. The contract speed 
is 24 knots. The motive power consists of two sets of 
quadruple-expansion engines of the vertical-inverted, 
direct-acting type, operating twin screws of man- 
ganese bronze. The armament will consist of two 
turntable torpedo tubes, fitted on training circles that 
are situxated well aft, and one fixed torpedo tube in the 
The turn- 


bow. The latter will fire Howell torpedoes. 
table tubes are designed for 18-inch Whitehead tor- 
pedoes. In addition to the torpedo armament, there 


will be four one-pounder rapid-fire guns,. mounted so 
as to command an all-round fire. 


TORPEDO BOATS VERSUS SEARCHLIGHTS., 

A Newport, R. L, despatch of March 15 says: 

The torpedo boats Cushing and Stiletto successfully 
stole into the harbor to-night without being detected 
by the torpedo station searchlight. The incident is re- 
garded here as a remarkable naval feat, and much to 
the credit of Lieut. E. E. Fletcher, in command of the 
Cushing, and Lieut. Roy C. Smith, in command of the 
Stiletto, inasmuch as the officers of the station were 
warned, and made a special attempt to find the boats. 
Admiral Gherardi notified Captain Converse this morn- 
ing that the boats would try to run in between 9 and 
9:30 o'clock on their return from New York. The color 
of the Cushing had been changed to deceive the sta- 
tion officers, but the Stiletto was still dark green. 
The boats entered the range of the searchlight a few 
minutes after the appointed time, but not till it was 
seen that those at the station were ready for the 
search. They stole over to the shore of Conanicut 
Island and passed along it to Rose Island, where they 
crossed the harbor and came into their anchorage, 
while the officers with the light were yet looking for 
them at the entrance to the bay. The boats for ten 
minutes were in the clear open channel, but their deep 
color against the rocky shore beyond caused them to 
escape detection. They were also finely manoeuvred. 
The Cushing’s new color is nearly a black. The offi 
cers looking for the boats were Commander Converse, 
Lieutenant-Commanders Kennedy and Belknap, and 
Lieutenants Holman and Capehart. 


Zarious Naval Items. 

The Senate on Tuesday passed the bill to reim- 
burse the officers and men of the Dispatch for 
their property lost in the wreck of that vessel, and 
the bill to place Dunbar R. Ransom on the retired 
list of the Army as a captain. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has favorably 
reported a bill granting to Josephine Foote Fairfax, 
widow of the late Rear Admiral Donald MacNeill 
Fairfax, at the rate of $100 a month; a_ bill 
granting an increase of pension to Helen L. Dent, 
widow of the late Col. F. T. Dent, retired, U. 8. 
Army: and a bill granting an increase of pension to 
Mary Doubleday, widow of Brevet Major-General 
Abner Doubleday. 

The Board of U. S. Navy Officers appointed to 
select a new uniform for the men of the Navy 
have not as yet fully decided upon the new dress. 
They have, however, it is said, decided upon a 
frock coat for petty officers, of the same cut that 
petty officers of European navies wear. Another 
change which it is said will be recommended 
is the substitution of white duck suits trim- 
med with blue stripes on collar and cuffs, for the 
plain white drill suits now in use. It will be 
recommended that russet shoes be worn with the 
white uniform, and for working suits brown or 
blue dungarees are advocated. 

The New York “Sun” reports that Secretary 
Herbert is investigating a complaint that the hy- 
draulic mechanism for taking up the recoil of 12 
in. rifles of the Monterey has been injured by 
injudicious attempts at improving it. The ap- 
paratus consists of a perforated plunger working 
in a heavy cylinder through which water is forced. 
The machinists of the ship were ordered to take 
out the plungers and reduce their diameter “be- 
tween a quarter and a half an inch.” This in- 
struction was followed, a quarter of an inch being 
removed, and the plungers were replaced. When 
the guns were fired again the water naturally 
rushed past the plungers with very little resistance, 
and every pipe and joint connected with the ap- 
paratus burst, flooding the turrets, and necessitating 
repairs which will consume several weeks, 


‘The Navy Department has received from Capt. 
Philip, commanding the New York, a copy of a 


Jamaica newspaper containing an authorized in- 
terview with himself on the alleged defects in that 
ship. In conclusion Captain Philip said: “I would 
take my chances in the New York against anythi 
of the same class afloat to-day. When Admira 
Hopkins, of the Blake, visited me he said he did 
not understand how such reports about the ship 
could have started, as the New York was certainly 
superior to the Blake in every way.” 


A telegram from San Francisco, Cal., May 12, 
states that Secretary of the Navy Herbert an- 
nounced that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to assign a training ship at that port, and the 
Pensacola at the Mare Island Yard may be utilized 
for that purpose. 

The citizens of Marblehead, Mass., have pre- 
pared a beautiful set of colors for presentation to 
the cruiser christened after their city. The pre- 
sentation will take place on July 4, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, and orders have been issued to 
the Marblehead to be at that place on Independ- 
ence Day. 

The Monongahela went into commission last 
Tuesday at Norfolk, and will proceed in a few 
days to Annapolis, ready for her summer cruise 
with the cadets. The Monongahela is in splendid 
condition now, having been thoroughly repaired 
and renovated at the Norfolk Navy Yard. 


The Navy Department has received the details 
of what might have been a serious accident which 
occurred at the Norfolk Navy Yard on Tuesday 
last. While the Texas was undergoing her dock 
trial on that day, a schooner was sucked into the 
vortex caused by the revolutions of the Texas's 
propellers. The propeller struck the schooner, rip- 
ping out a piece of its bottom and sinking it. The 
Jepartment has not yet been ee whether or 
“he 


not the propeller was injured. crew of the 


schooner escaped unharmed. 


Bills providing for preliminary surveys for ship 
canals connecting the great lakes and the Hudson 
River, and Lake Erie and the Qhio River have 
been favorably acted upon by the House Commit- 
ittee on Railways and Canals. 


The three French battleships, the Charlemagne, 
Saint Louis and Henri Quatre, which will be 
carried a little way towards completion during the 
year 1894, have been designed by M. Thibaudier, 
director of the arsenal at Rochefort, and will pre- 
sent the finest development of French battleship 
construction, 


The Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic Ocean for 
May, published at the U. 8. Hydrographic Office, 
Washington, D. C., among other things publishes 
a review of the cyclone of March last, weather 
forecast for May, dangerous obstructions along the 
coast, recent discoveries in relation to the calming 
effect of oil on stormy seas, ete., 


A new system of illumination devised by Capt. 
F. A. Mahan, Corps of Engineers, U. 8. A., is on 
trial at Minots Ledge Light in Boston Harbor, 
Mass. The ordinary light discernible to a mariner 
who may have lost his reckoning gives him no in- 
formation as to his location, but this is accomplished 
in Captain Mahan’s system by flashes which in- 
dicate the number of the station. 


Rear-Admiral Francis M. Ramsay and Capt. 
E. O. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
und Docks, visited Norfolk on Tuesday last. They 
made an inspection of the Navy Yard at that city 
—— as the boats now under construction at that 
yard, 


_A number of protests have been received at the 
Navy Department from musical organizations of 
Maryland against the practice of allowing the naval 
academy band to furnish music outside of its 
regular duties. The academy band has been ac- 
customed to furnish music during the summer 
months at excursion resorts near Annapolis, and it is 
pointed out in the protests received that as its 
members receive a salary from the Government, 
it is able to underbid all competitors. The De- 
partment has never objected to this practice, as the 
men are poorly paid, and it is doubtful if Secretary 
Herbert will now take cognizance of the protests 
which have been received. 

The Bennington has sailed for her new post of 
duty on the Pacific coast of Nicaragua, but will 
not remain there more than a few weeks, when she 
will return to the Mare Island Navy Yard for a 
thorough overhauling and refit. It is not unlikely 
that the Bennington will make a cruise to Hawaii 
_~ soon as her services can be spared from present 
duty. 


The reports received from the dock trials of the 
Texas are in the main very flattering. and in- 
dicate the good work put into the machinery of 
that ship at the Richmond Locomotive Works, 
where the engines and boilers were built. The 
question of hull strength will not come up until 
the ship goes to sea and has the rolling stresses 
to withstand. 





Col. W. M. Wherry, U. 8. A., in a paper dis- 
cussing General Abbot’s Historical Sketch of the 
Corps of Engineers, says, with reference to par. 
16, A. R.: “It is remarkable how hungry all seem 
to become for command, What an itching the 
various staff departments have to get that sort of 
control of the line... . And as to the Engineers. 
while admitting the dignity and superior scientific 
attributes of their calling, I am constrained to hold 
they should be content with the honor and advan- 
tages they enjoy and not endeavor to encroach upon 
the prerogatives of their less fortunate brethren in 
the service —the line.” 





TRIAL OF THE COLUMBIA. 


Exaggerated reports have been published during 
the past week concerning defects in the new triple 
screw cruiser Columbia. It is true that the De- 
partment has directed that some slicht changes be 
made, but they are insignificant. Among the al- 
terations to be made are the removal of a couple 
of feet of the bulkhead in the rear of the four six- 
pounder guns belonging to the secondary battery, 
and the lowering of the guns two inches to give 
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the gunners greater freedom. One of the shields 
of an eight-inch gun was found to be rather small 
and a couple of inches of its lower rim will have 
to be cut away. The Columbia started out on her 
final trial trip May 17, and in addition to the usual 
programme, which is carried out always in trials of 
vessels, the following instructions were issued by 
the Navy Department for the guidance of the in- 
spection board: : : 

“1. The trial will also include a 6-hours’ run with 
the central screw, the others being disconnected, 
the speed to be about ten knots. 2. A 6 hours’ run 
with the two side screws, the central one being 
disconnected, the speed to be about 14 knots. 
3 A six hours’ run with all three screws, the 
speed to be about 16 knots. : 

“During each of these trials the number of boilers 
to be used will be such as to supply sufficient steam 
with easy firing, the fires in the other boilers to be 
banked. The coal used for each trial will be de- 
termined as accurately as practicable, and the report 
of the Board will state the method of determination 
adopted. Three full sets of indicator cards will be 
tuken from the main engines every two hours dur- 
ing these trials with as little interval between the 
time of taking such cards from the various cylin- 
ders as practicable, and all the data called for on 
the cards will be carefully filled in and the cards 
forwarded direct to the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. An estimate of the horse-power of the auxil- 
iaries in use will be made for each trial and in- 
cluded in the report. Special attention will be 
viven to the time required for connecting and dis- 
connecting the propellers, and the report of the 
Board will give full particulars of the time and 
number of men required to connect and disconnect 
them, together with its observations as to the fa- 
cility or difficulty with which the operation can be 
performed.” 


TRIAL OF THE MARBLEHEAD. 


The Naval Board of Inspection and Survey, re- 
ported upon the Marblehead May_ 5, 1804. Her 
trial took place May 1, with a moderately smooth 
sea and light southerly wind. The two hours 
full speed trial at natural draught was under the 
following conditions: Mean indicated horse-power, 
main engines, 2,849.1; auxiliaries, 116.4; total, 
2065.5; coal per hour, 6,097 Ibs.; coal per i. h. p. 
per hour, 2.06 lbs.; average steam pressure, throttle 
open 1 hole, 152.5 Ibs.; average vacuum in inches 
of mercury, 24; revolutions, starboard engine, 
147.75; port engine, 147.05; mean, 147.4; speed 
per patent log (Bliss) per hour, 17.5 knots; speed 
per calculation, assuming 10%, slip, 15.71 knots. 

The speed per patent log is. undoubtedly in error, 
and as the conditions were favorable 107, is con- 
sidered a fair allowance for slip and the speed by 


revolutions, 15.71 knots, therefore not far from 
‘ orrect,. 
The main engines worked well, and smoothly 


during the trial, exeept slight heating of the port 
thrust bearing. The air pumps worked steadily 
but at a high speed, and maintamed a good vacuum. 
The circulating pumps and all auxiliaries in use 
worked well. No defective workmanship mani- 
fested itself during this trial. The ship was kept 
0 hours coutinuously steaming underway. Dur 
ing the turning trials at full and half speed the 
ship showed great handiness in turning, answering 
her helm quickly; but the present arrangement of 
the steam steering gear did not commend itself to 


the Board. 
The Board are happy to be able to record that no 
defects were discovered in the mounts. ‘They 


were found to be sufficiently strong to stand the 
shock of firing, and, with the guns, worked well. 
Of the sixteen charges of fixed ammunition used 
in the main battery, two were found too large to 
be entered after careful trial, and were marked and 
returned, This was about 12 of the total, and 
if any such proportion of defective ammunition ex 
ists it ix a serious matter and deserves prompt at 
tention. ae 
The search lights were found to be very deficien' 
in power. The projectors contain defective mate 
rial, are of defective workmanship, and both 
should be made good by the contractor. In their 
present state they are virtually useless. The search 
lights are badly located. The Board recommends 
that they be placed on the ends of the bridge, and 
that the position of the six-pounders now on the 
rail be changed to take that now occupied by the 
search lights. The defects found by the Board 
in the incandescent system of electric lighting are 
slight and appear to be those of inspection rather 
than those of materials or workmanship. The inte- 
rior communications and electric signal system were 
too incomplete to be tested. The voice pipes as tar 
as completed appear to be efficient. The examina- 
tion of the engines and hull disclosed various de- 
fects and deficiencies, to be made good by the con 
tractors. These are enumerated in the report, 
The Board récommends that one additional coal 
ing scuttle be fitted to each upper bunker. ‘The 
wheel of the steam steering gear in the chart 
house should be secured by a friction brake. In 
connection with the steering apparatus of the 
Marblehead, the Board would remark that if 
the connection between the steering stands for- 
ward and the steering engine were of wire rope 
instead of rods und bevel gears, it would be much 
easier to steer the ship, for it now requires three 
men to put the wheel over rapidly. Lockers for the 
petty officers, marines and servants are ample in 
size and give satisfaction. The remainder of the 
erew use clothes bags. Only a portion of the crew 


ure provided with ditty boxes: while the Board 
is divided in its opinion in regard to allow 
ing these on board, the senior member — is 
decidedly of the opinion that they add = much 
to the comfort and contentment of the crew, 
und should be allowed, but of a restricted ree- 


ulation size, and racks for their reception provided. 
In smooth water the boats of the Marblehead will 
earry her whole crew with freeboards of from 9 to 
11 inches. The launch is lacking in oe. and the 
dinghy has but little capacity. They should be re 
placed by others of a better model. It is proposed 
that two 26-foot cutters should be substituted for 
the folding boats and an arrangement of bent day 
its, such as suggested by Commander O'Neil, be 
used to hoist them in and out. ; 
The marked feature in the battery is the sacrifice 
of bow und stern fire for stability: as the latter 
hus now been obtained of sufficient moment by the 
removal of certain material, the board would urg- 











ently recommend that the present battery of 5-inch 
be retained, and that two 5-inch pivots be e 
with or without shields, as the question of stability 
may require. With the additional 12 tons of ammu- 
nition that will be carried, it is doubtful if this im- 
portant increase of her fighting efficiency will af- 
fect the meta-centric height injuriously; but if it 
should, ballast should be applied to effect the cure, 
rather than a sacrifice of bow and stern fire. 

A marked feature of the Marblehead, of which 
the Board desires to emphasize its approval, is the 
rearrangement of the officers’ quarters, by which 
the berthing facilities for the crew have been great- 
ly increased, and at the same time it has added to 
the comfort and convenience of the officers. 

In conclusion, the Board desires to commend the 
general inspector for his careful attention to details 
during the completion of the ship, thereby largely 
increasing her efficiency; and also the general con- 
dition of the ship, which (considering the short time 
she has been in commission) is greatly to the credit 
of the executive and her other officers.

performed by the 22d Regiment on the afternoon of 
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May 12, and with marked excellence. The disembark- 
ation from the train and the formation of the regi- 
ment were quickly made, and as in column of fours it 
marched on the parade ground im command of Cap- 
tain Thurston, it presented a handsome and service- 
able appearance. The correct distance and dress of 
the fours and the attentiveness of the men were most 
marked. The exercises of the afternoon embraced the 
programme as laid out in extended order last year at 
the State Camp on Wednesdays. Col. Camp ordered 
the 24 Battalion, in command of Major Hart, and con- 
sisting of Companies A, Captain Kenworthy; D, Cap- 
tain Corlelyon; K, Captain Boreland; E, Captain 
fhurston, and I, Captain Bostwick, to proceed to the 
north of the park and take position as an offensive 
force, and here the Major disposed his force in line 
of companies, detailing Company E to take position in 
the woods, on the left. The companies of each bat- 
tralion were equalized into 24 files. The battalion 
mder Major Bartlett consisted of Company B, Captain 
Maidhoff; Company F, Captain Smith; Company H, 
Captain Cassidy; Company C, Captain Murray, and 
company G, Captain Demarest.

put here and there could be noticed at times a few 
men firing too far from the rear, which might result 
in shooting one’s own men. The men on the right 
laid down much quicker than those on the left, who 
it times seemed a little slow to take this position. It 
was also observed some few men would stand up too 
long as they arrived to reinforce the firing line, instead 
of dropping quickly to position. Still, taken as a 
whole, it was a splendid piece of work, and there is 
litte room for fault finding. After the charge, Major 
tartlett’s battalion began to retreat, being gradu- 
ily driven to the rear by the battalion under Major 
Hart, the latter executing the same programme in 
advancing as that practiced by the Ist Battalion. 
The firing by both battalions was excellent. The fight- 
ing line of both battalions, when fully reinforced, was 
a little crowded, on account of insufficient room for 
extension, but as a rule, the intervals were correctly 
kept. The instruction was repeated, Major Hart's 
battalion being finally driven back. The work of both 
hattalions deserves the greatest praise. Some military 
crities were of opinion that the extension of Major 
tartlett’s battalion was a little superior, but in our 
opinion there was little to choose. The final drill in 
extended order was by the entire regiment in one 
force. The battalion under Major Bartlett was desig- 
nated the fighting line, and Major Hart's battalion 
was the reserve, and the advance was made against 
m imaginary enemy toward the north. When about 
half the distance had been covered, the supports and 
reserve of the Ist Battalion having reinforced the fight- 
ing line, Company B was detached and made a detour 
nm the left toward Battery Hill, so as to get at one 
flank of the enemy, and Company C made a detour on 
the right along Vault Hill to get at the enemy's flank 
on the right, and both companies from these vantage 
points were to pour in a fire on the enemy, while the 
main body at this moment was to advance to the charge. 
fhe line of skirmishers advanced, the reserves in the 
second battalion deployed, and gradually reinforced 





the fighting line, and when the companies on the hills 
pe eee fire, the main body sent in a vigorous fire and 
charged. It was a fine Bee of work, but in actual 
warfare Company B would have been practically anni- 
hilated by its comrades, for while advancing to its 
position on Battery Hill it had to cross in front of the 
left flank of the regiment, which fired directly toward 
them. Following this drill came another by the regi- 
ment in close order, including column of fours, fronts 
into line, close column, line of masses, etc. This drill 
was exceptionally well executed, and proved a fitting 
close to a most successful afternoon's instruction, in 
which officers and men demonstrated they had care- 
fully studied the drill book.

The review of the battalion at Madison Square 
Garden on the evening of May 11 was a success both 
military and socially, The execution of the military 
part of the programme was, generally speaking, very 
creditable to the battalion, but there is still ample 
room for improvement. For this the officers should be 
held responsible and not the men. Bayne’s Band 
opened the programme with a concert, finely rendered. 
For the ceremonies of the evening the battalion was 
divided into six commands of 16 files, and were com- 
manded as follows: Ist Co., Captain Desmond; 2d 
Captain Healy; 3d, Captain Macauley; 4th, Lieutenant 
Lynch; 5th, Captain O'Connell, and 6th, Captain 
Lynch. In marching on to the drill floor many men 
were out of step, and fours were ragged and distances 
between ranks irregular. In the formation for review 
each company came on the line in very good shape 
There was no interval, however, between either the 
2d or Sd Company. The order was executed cor- 
rectly, the pleces being grounded without undue shock. 
The review was taken by Mayor Gilroy, who was ac- 
companied by Asst. Adjt.-Gen. 8. H. Olin, Ist Brigade. 
The steadiness of the men in the front rank was very 
creditable, but there were too many very unsteady 
men in the rear rank all through the battalion. There 
were turning of heads, moving of bodies, and in several 
eases talking, which the file closers should have 
checked, but did not. The men in the rear rank of 
the 4th and 5th companies were the worst. The pass- 
age was fairly well executed, a number of men were 
out of step and in several companies there were no 
intervals between men. The battalion reformed in 
creditable shape, this time each company securing its 
proper interval. Major Duffy next put the battalion 
through a drill in close order. Breaking into column 
of fours, close column on Ist Company was executed, 
the 4th and 5th companies having enough distance to 
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set in three others. Then followed column of com- 
panies, column of fours, and again into columns of 
companies in column of fours, and then into close col- 
umn, from which the battalion deployed and formed 
line in very good shape. In the latter movement the 
captain of the second company dressed it from the 
left instead of from the right, which was the point of 
rest. Column of companies at full distance, and the 
formation of close column on 6th Company and the 
formation of street column and square were very 
creditably executed. Some of the movements were re- 
peated, and with good effect. In the drill the execu- 
tion of the movements by Company K, which was 
commanded by Capt. Lynch, was notably superior, 
and even the large audience was not slow to recog 
nize this fact. From one end of the Garden 
to the other, Company K, as it passed, was 
applauded to the echo for its well-kept 
front and snappy execution of movements. The bat- 
talion being brought into line, Major Duffy ordered the 
marksmen to the front, and General McMahon com 
plimented them, and also the efforts of Major Duffy 
in trying to improve the battalion. He also paid a 
tribute to the war record of the old 69th, of which he 
was once Colonel. During the remarks of General Mc- 
Mahon, the battalion being at attention, the men so 
far forgot themselves as to make the most unmilitary 
display of approval of the remarks of the General by 
pounding the floor with their ritles heavily. This was 
repeated over and over again, and without any cor- 
rection. This speaks bad for the discipline of any 
command, Furthermore, it was observed that after 
applauding, some men would stand at ease. Especially 
was this noticeable in the 4th and 5th companies. The 
only exception was Co. K, who remained at attention, 
and some two or three men only banged their muskets 
in this company, but were corrected, In the formation 
for parade, the 4th and Sth companies’ for the a c- 
ond time failed to preserve their intervals. The man- 
ual was creditable. Unsteady men in the rear rank 
of the 4th and 5th companies were again very appar- 
ent, and also here and there in others. General 
Cavanagh came forward and made a speech, and the 
same unmilitary display of pounding the floor with 
muskets was again repeated, and without any correc- 
tion. A very enjoyable reception followed, which was 
largely attended. Bayne’s regimental band furnished 
the music, which proved most acceptable.

. The Naval Militia. 

Assistant Secretary McAdoo, who is now Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy in Mr. Herbert's absence, has under 
consideration the question of what ships he will desig- 
nate for use by the naval militia during the coming 
summer. Lieut. William H. Schuetze, who has special 
charge of matters connected with the naval militia, has 
xotten all the returns in concerning the corps in the 
different States, with one exception, and that is prom- 
ised during the coming week. As soon as this Is se- 
cured, the disbursement of the appropriation of $25,000 
made by Congress for this organization will commence.

The question of employing pigeons for the trans- 
mission of despatches has mn taken up with so 
much enthusiasm in Spain that colonels of regi- 
ments at their own cost, with the sanction of the 
Minister of War, have established pigeon houses at 
their barracks, which are turned over to their suc- 
cessors when they change quarters. 


There is a stir in literary Paris and London over 
the prospective publication of the memoirs of Napo- 
leon’s private secretary, the Baron de Meneval, 
who assumed this office in 1802, when Napoleon 
became somewhat dissatisfied with De Bourrienne. 
Meneval was in close relation with Napoleon until

The sea-going to o-boat Forban, now building 
at Havre by MM. Augustin Normand & Co., is de- 
signed to attain the speed of 30 knots, or 34% 
statute miles an hour. The Chevalier, a torpedo- 
boat of the same length, but of only 2,700 indicated 
horse power (where the Forban has 3,200) was re- 
cently delivered by MM. Normand, and has at- 
tained a speed of 27.22 knots. The boilers which 
give these striking results are a speciaity of the 
firm of Normand, and are, it is understood, to be 
adopted for the new British torpedo-boat destroyers 
Janus, Porcupine and Lightning and Rocket, Shark 
and Surly.

During the last manoeuvres in Russia experiments 
“were made with the Norwegian cooking stove, the 
object being to provide the troops on the march, 
within the least possible space of time, with warm 
food. The apparatus used was the ordinary camp 
kettle fitted into a thick felt covering. The soup 
or stew being placed in the kettle is raised to the 
boiling point, and then removed from the fire, the 
lid clamped down, the kettle inserted in the sheath 
and the whole slung in the usual manner below 
the wagon. The process of stewing continues auto- 
matically, thanks to the heat retained, and even 
after several hours’ marching the temperature does 
not fall below 100 degrees Fahrenheit.
